The metal schedule as arranged by 


tlic surrender amendments is MeKin- 
leyism pure and simple. _Its operi^ in- 
creases of rates nml its changes from 
ad valorem to speeiflo duties lire for 
the purpose of leaving the iron manu- 
facturers the masters of the American 
marlcet and of the poclcetaof the Amer- 
ican consumers. 


Tlie main object of the duty on iron 


ore, for example, is to close Now Kn- 
gland furnrtccs. It is in the interest of 
Pennsylvania, but of no other section 
of the country. Under the protective 
tariff war is waged not only on foreign 
producers but on domestic manufact- 
urers whose competition is unpleasant 
lo Uiu favored section. A duty on Iron 
ore is hostile to all who usfc finished 
forms of iron and to the manufacturers 
themselves. It was generally conceded 
that in any revision of the tariff iron 
ore would be placed on tbe free list. 
That was done in tbe house, but tbe 
"conservatives" insist that the New 
England furnaces shall remain closed 
and that ore shall be taxed -10 cents 
a ton. 
So far as all the persons inter- 


ested and the government arc con- 
cerned, tho tax might as well remain 
at 75 cents. 
The reduction will not be 


a material relief to any American in- 
terest. 


The same may be said of the reduc- 


tion on pig iron from Sf».7~ to S-l a ton. 
Uoth rates are prohibitory. The pro- 
posed tax on steel rails is silso prohibi- 
tory. 
Under tbe MeKinley law tin: 


tax is $13.41 a ton. The Wilson bill 
proposed an ad valorem rate of 30 per 
cent., which at. present prices would bo 
equal to SI a ton. 
The 
surrender 


amendment fixes the rate at S7..S7;i ton. 
This specific rate is equivalent to an 
ad valorem tax of 30 per cent., which 
is equivalent loan increase of nearly 
100 per cent, over tlie ratio proposed 
by the house. 


These are fair samples of the new 


metal schedule. Most of the iron and 
steel duties are practically prohibitory 
under tho law as it stands', nnd they 
will remain so under the law as it will 
be if the senate bill passes. 


Not a tool or a joist or an . anvil or a 


machine will be made cheaper to the 
consumer by this pretended reform of 
i.icKinleyism.—N. Y. World.

There is a spot on tlie Ohio river four 


miles above Manchester whose natural 
beauty attracted the admiration of the 
untutored savage v*ho roamed the prim- 
itive forests before they had ever met 
the white men. There they visited, 
and there they maintained an outlook 
up and down the Ohio river and over 
the adjacent 
country. There 
they 


buried thier distinguished dead, whose 
graves are known to this day. Hut the 
Indians were not the only ones whom 
this spot impressed with its beauty. 
The firstgwhite man who ever visited it 
was so charmed by the natural beauty 
of the situation and surroundings that 
lie immediately took steps to and did 
secure it as his own. Gen. Nathacisl 
Massie visited this place iu 1791, and so 
delighted was lie by it that he proceed- 
ed to locate it as his own. It is a high, 
almost level plateau of land, even with 
the tops of the river liills around it, 
bounded on the south for a half mile 
by thu Ohio river, on the east and west 
by the valleys of two small tributaries 
of tlie .Ohio river, Donelson's creek and 
Ellison's run, and connecting at, the 
north with Gift ridge, a long and wide 
streleh of tablejand, parallel with the 
Ohio river for tome miles. The south- 
east corner of this plateau affords a- 
most magnificent view up tlie Ohio river 
and valley for ten miles and over the 
fertile farms in Kentucky opposite. 
The view is much finer now than it was 
in the summer of 1701. Then there was 
nothing but forests everywhere, with 
the yellow waters of the Ohio, like a 
golden thread amid the 'solid emerald, 
but beside the view up and down the 
Ohio river and across into the rich val- 
ley lands in Kentucky, there is now a 
view of the ridges, table lands and for- 
est-covered hills to the north that is 
quite as entrancing as the view to the 
east, to the south and to the west. 


Gen. Massie built a cabin of buckeye 


had been tilled with mortar. The lloor 
boards though very wide were tongued 
and grooved und the weather boards 
were put on poiuled instead of overlap- 
ped. 
It is probable there had bcuii ad- 


ditions to tlie house, but they wcre'gonu 
when we visited it The grounds iilmiit 
the house were at one time tastefully 
laid out, and traces of the- vanished 
beauty were still apparent.

They are each lit least ten feet in cir- 
cumference and not less than 100 years 
old. lietween them had stood a mons- 
ter cherry, but ils trunk, proms on the 
earth, 
alive. 
about ten yards distant, stands a living 
black heart cherry tree which measur- 
es thirteen feet six inches iu girth. Its 
spreading limbs, projecting horizontal- 
ly, are as~large as ordinary trees of ils 
kind.

Massie was a brave man, but he liked 
company when the Indians were expect- 
ed. So captivated with his place was 
he that, notwithstanding the fact that 
he laid out Chillicothe in 17011, and then 
took up a fine body of land on Paint 
creek, in Ross county, in the summer 
of 1707 he proceeded to erect a frame 
house on this place, when the erection 
of a frame house in 1797 was a remark- 
able undertaking. The house is locat- 
ed about, ion rods back fiom the cliff 
on the south, overlooking the Ohio river 
and about five rods from the bluffs on 
the east overlooking Donelson's creek, 
where ou April 22, 171)1. Israel Dotielson 
was captured by a band of Indians. The 
timbers and bourds for the inside and 
out, und for the floors, were sawed out 
by hand with whip saws, and every 
nail in it was made by a blacksmith on 
an anvil. The house is but one story, 
but has twomarvelously fine chimneys, 
one single and one double. These chim- 
neys were built most substantially. 
They stand today as perfect as «Vvben, 
ninety-seven years ago, the mason gave 
them the last stroke of his hammer. 


The front of the house is to the south, 


with a side front to the east. Two 


river, and the oilier great highway, the 
Chesapeake & Ohio railroad, with all 
boats and trains in view for miles, it is 
now one of the most inaccessible spots 
in the State. The hills infrontdescend 
sheer into the Ohio river without any 
shelf or bottom land within nearly a 
mile on either side of the property. It 
is only approachable by a road coming 
through farms from Gift ridge in the 
rear, and it is two miles from the sta- 
tion over the roughest and most primi- 
tive of roads, over stones and up and 
down hills to the nearest turnpike, or 
public highway. In early days when 
roads were of no consequence it had a 
direct road to and from Manchester. 
The fact that the home is so out of the 
xvay has preserved it 
Had it been up- 


on a public highway it would have been 
destroyed by fire, or torn down years 
ago. There are seven fine springs flow- 
ing from the hillsides near the resi- 
dence. 


In a military point of view it is strat- 


egic. A fort on this property would 
command the Ohio valley np and down 
for miles, would command the Ken- 
tucky liills to the south and the Ohio 
hills to the north. Fort Thomas, near 
Newport, Ky., should have been locat- 
ed here, and whenever it becomes ne- 
cessary to have forts along the Ohio 
border there will be one.here. 


At this place Gen. Massie dwelt oc- 


casionally for the five years, from 1707 
till IS02, but the shades of oblivion arc 
so fast darkening the history of this 
hardy pioneer that little can be learned 
of his residence at this point. Gen. 
Massie's wife was Susan Meadeof Chan- 


the home of Thomas Means of Union 
Landing. "She died iu Manchester, O., 
in 185S, ami is buried there in the Pres- 
byterian churchyard. Her daughter is 
the wife of Hon. Charles P. Taft. editor 
of the Timek'Slar. 


Here the late John Ellison, llu> bank- 


er of Manchester, was born, and here 
he spent a liappy childhood and boy- 
hood, whose joys he never tired of re- 
counting among his friends. 
While the 


Ellisons resided here the station had 
many distinguished visitors from Cin- 
cinnati, Mnysville, Hanging Uoclt und 
otherpoints. Among others, Mrs John 
F. Keyes, nee Margaret Karr. a daugh- 
ter of Samuel liarr, before mentioned, 
spent the summer of 1S33 here and 
i 


maiued till after the frost to escape the 
dread pestilence, the Asiatic cholera, 
then prevalent* She returned to Cin 
cinnati after the lirst frost in the fall 
of 1832 and WHS at once taken with I lie 
cholera and died within a few hours. 
The pioneers who knew this place, who 
had many joyous meetings here, and 
their natural foes, tlie Indians, are all 
gone to thu shadow land, but the beau- 
ties of the landscape and of thu natural 
scenery, Which charmed .the untutored 
savage, the hardy pioneer and the deer 
hunter, the early settlors, still remains 
to produce like sentiments in those who 
choose to look upon it

NEW Yotm, June 21.—When the coal 


strike first began to assume serious 
proportions, several large operators in 
this city, fearing that they would not 
have coal enough to enable them to 
fill their contracts, ordered from abroad 
—England, Wales and Nova Scotia be- 
ing the principal sources of supply 
which they sought. Within the short 
space of 10 days some 80,000 tons were 
thus' ordered.
